to Indian Lid 


VIGOROUS 
PROTEST 
AIRED 


R. R. Hurlbut Tells How he Lost his 
Job on the M. & I. Because of 
the Indian Agents 


The Congressional Record has been 
received by Anton Mahluni, president 
of the Booster club, and it relates 
how Congressman Chiperfield of Ill­ 
inois battled for northern Minnesota 
and eventually read into the record 
the petition sent from Brainerd ob­ 
jecting to the Indian lid. 
The memorial, said Congressman 
Chiperfield, was sent to him by Sen­ 
ator George H. Gardner. 
It read as 
follows: 
“The undersigned citizens and tax­ 
payers of the city of Brainerd and 
county of Crow Wing do meat vigor­ 
ously protest against the continued 
enforcement of the so-called “Indian 
treaty of 1855” , and do hereby pe­ 
tition and urge the Congress of the 
United Stat«s to ut once abrogate or 
modify said treaty, especially so far 
as the same applies or affects Crow 
W ing 
county, state of 
Minmsr 
We urge its abrogation or modifica­ 
tion for the following reasons: 
1. 
This is not “ Indian country” 
any longer and calling it such an 
the notoriety it is getting on accourt 
of the enforcement of said treaty is 
greatly retarding the development of 
not only this county btu practically 
the whole of -northern 
Minnesota, 
and will continue to retard t Ii** same. 
The methods used for the enforce­ 
ment of the provisions of said treaty 
by numerous socalled Indian agents 
operating throughout 
the affected 
country or territory searching men, 
women 
ami children on passenger 
trains and searching places of busi­ 
ness are absolutely intolerable and 
violates our rights as cltlz* us guar­ 
anteed to us under the constitution 
of the United States. 
2. 
The laws of the state of Min­ 
nesota are wholly adequate to pro­ 
tect its citizens and all others, who 
may come within its confines, and we 
have tile necessary means to enforce 
said laws. 
3. 
After nearly 60 y^urs of 
terne of said Indian treaty without 
enforcement of tin1 same. and after 
conditions within the affected conn 
try or territory have wholly changed 
it would seem to enforce the same 
now Is ridiculous.”

!"lease allow me to congratulat* 
yeti on your talk in Congress on the 
Indian bill question with regard to 
people being subject to all kinds of 
indignities by ‘special Indian agents.’ 
“ I was an agent of the Minnesota 
Ar International railway company at 
this p l a e e and called upon by an In 
dial* special officer and asked to at- 
iow an inspection of tin station and 
books, and when I asked to b* allow ­ 
ed to ask my superior for instruc­ 


tions. declining to allow search w ith­ 


out proper credentials, they left w ith­ 


out searching or Inspecting the sta­ 


tion, hut w rot* a letter to my super- 


’or and accused me of aiding parties 
io evade the Federal 
laws. 
and 
threatening to prosecute and various 
other things, causing my superior to 


d i s c h a r g e nie. and this after nearly 
seven years in the company's service, 
and causing me trouble, so that I 
finally resigned my situation here 
after having 
built my home here 
and at the age limit, so I could not 
procure employment with other lines 
in my profession as station agent and 
operator, a calling I had followed for 
over *0 years. 
“ Not one of the charges they made 
against me is true. 
The name of the 
special Indian officer writing the let­ 
ter is given, and the letter was writ­ 
ten to the general officers of the Min­ 
nesota Air International Railway Co., 
Brainerd, Minn. 
“I am now compelled to accept 
whatever temporary work I can get 
to get along the rest of my days. 
through such work as is around, be­ 
cause I made my home In this part 
of Minnesota, and it seems real to 
have some one get up and defend 
the common people in this territory. 
I am in no way a liquor man or en­ 
gaged in the business.”
